WaAsHINGTON, Dec. 15.—{ By the Western 
Associated Press.] Ex-Judge Koss and J. 
Marion Brooks will probably receive re- 
spectively the nominations for United States 
Judge and District Attorney of the Southern 
Judical District of California. The mar- 
shalship, it is said, has been put 
aside temporarily, and no nomination 
to that office will be sent to the 
Senate for possibly a week. There is 
some doubt as to Judge Ross’s acceptance. 
He was telegraphed to, asking if the ap 
pointment would be agreeable to him. 
Should his reply be affirmative, he undoubt- 
edly will be nominated. The President, in 
considering the applicants for this place, 
said he proposed to go slowly, and secure 
the best man. Some one suggested Ross, 
who, it is said, was not an applicant. The 
result of the President’s inquiry was such 
as to satisfy him that Ross would fill the 
position with satisfaction to the people of 
California. He accordingly decided to ap- 
point him.

AN IMPROBABLE STORY. 


South Carolina Negroes Said to be 
Organized for Fiendish Deeds. 
CHARLESTON (5S. C.), Dee. 15. [By the 
Western Associated Press.}] A week ago 
the News and Courier published a dispatch 
from York county, S. C., reporting that a 
white boy named John Lee Good had been 
80 beaten and mangled that he soon died, 
and that four colored men had been ar- 
rested as his murderers and committed to 
jail. It was stated that the theory was that 
some of the negroes had been detected by a 
boy in the act of stealing cotton from his 
father’s field, and that to prevent their ar 
rest they killed him. There was great ex- 
citement in the county in consequence, and 
several more arrests were made. 

The News and Courier, to get at the facts 
senta special correspondent to York and 
will publish to-morrow the result of his in- 
vestigations. There is evidently an alarm- 
ing state ot affairsin York county, and it is 
that an organization exists among 
he colored people which contemplates mur- 
der in the event of the detection of any 
member accused. Twenty-six negroes are 


under arrest. The inquest on the body of 
the murdered boy before a jury 
brought out all the facts. One 


ot the negroes turned State’s evidence, and 
another admitted that he killed a man who 
was found murdered in the county eighteen 
months ago. Several of the co Boon. wit- 
nesses at the inquest swore distinctly that 
they had a club in the county for the pur- 
pose of stealing cotton, provisions, whisky, 
etc. The members were to steal whatever 
they wanted, and if detected were sworn to 
kill the person who detected them. ‘The 
club had different names, but was generally 
known as “The Rising Star Lodge, No, 24 
of the Grand United Order of Nation 
Laborers and_ Political Society of 
North America.” The charter came from 
Charlotte, N. C., and is dated December, 
iss4. The charter, however, would seem to 
show that the society has only benevolent 
and fraternal objects. 

Among other things revealed at the in- 
quest was a plot to waylay wealthy men 
who had money. One of the witnesses gave 
a detailed account of the murder of the poor 
boy John Lee Good, and also the names of 
the accomplices in the crimes. The talk of 
a general lynching has abated, but the in- 
dignation and unrest are intense. 


THE CITRUS FAIR. 


How Its Projectors Propose to Boom 
the Northern Belt. 

SACKAMENTO, Dee. 15.—[ By the Western 
Associated Press.| To-day was San Fran- 
cisco day at the Citrus Fair. By the noon train 
a number of prominent San Franciscans ar- 
rived and were cordially welcomed.

tile to Russia, and the Messenger says it is 
to be regretted that the press has been thus 
deluded.

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The New City Government. 


The new City Council will soon be 
called upon to make some new city 
officers, besides a head for itself. The 
work is important and deserves to be 
wéll done. The Republicans are in the 
majority, and have it in their power to 
control. They will hardly be so un- 
wise us to throw away their oppor- 
tunity, or let it slip through their hands. 
There is no need of giving the other 
side any more than they are entitled to 
in this business. The President of the 
Council, the Chief of Police, the City 
Surveyor, etc.,can and should all be 
Republican. Let the Republicans 
unite on good, clean men _ for 
these offices—men who will fill the 
average Republican eye—and then go 
into session and elect them. It is use- 
less to put unfit men up for or into of- 
fice, for they cannot and will not fill 
the bill, and then trouble follows— 
trouble which is bad for the party and 
the people.

A Human Life. 


The verdict in the Kilgore murder 
trial was not unexpected. The popular 
sentiment in the slayers favor grew 
daily; and when the young man who 
ha@ taken the life of a fellow being, 
and left a heartbroken woman and her 
penniless children to the mercies of a 
cold world @@is acquitted, he was gen- 
erally congratulated, and mude much 
of a hero. This does not, however, 
argue that his act was right. nor that 
the verdict was in the best interests of 
society. As the homicide was proved, 
the verdict set forth that in the jury’s 
opinion it was right and proper to take 
that life under the circumstances. Old- 
ridge was fined for giving Kilgore a black 
eye. Kilgore shot Oldridge dead, and 
was “honorably acquitteg.”” There 
certainly seems to be a disparity here. 

It is a safe proposition @iat no homi- 
cide is justitiable which ean readily be 
avoided. The frontier notion that a 
life is to be snuffed out for a jeer, a 
taunt. atweak of the nose, is neither 
good law nor good morals, and the idea 


did not need to go back with a quarrel 


in one hand and death in the other. 
When Oldridge started toward him, he 


had plenty of time and space to retreat. 
If his pride was too keen to allow him 
to leave, he could have held the re- 
volver to a Jevel and said: “If you 
come any nearer I will shoot you;’’ and 
if Oldridge had persisted—as he would 
not—in coming so close as to be dan- 
gerous; then he could have fired. If he 
simply desired to protect himself, and 
not to slay a man whom he feared and 
hated, a club would have been as good 
‘company to him as the revolver, when 
he went on his mission upstairs. But 


instead of accepting any of these 


alternatives, be seeks the quarrel and 
wastes no shots. Only one is fired, and 
that is to kill. And what is it to avoid? 


Another possible black eye. ; 
It may be that the commendation.o 
such homicides is right and civilized 
and honorable; but we doubt it. And 
it will be a wonder if Kilgore, acquitted 
by a human court, does not walk and 
lie down forever beside unsleeping 
remorse. 


The Federal Appointments. 


The Federal appointments for the 
Southern District of California which 
are announced as made, or about to be 
made, have caused some surprise, some 
disappointment and some disgust here. 
It was thought that Judge John D. 
Bicknell had the inside track for the 
judicial appointment. He would have 
been an excellent selection. Judge E. 
M. Ross is equally good. Ilis standing 
in legal and judicial circles is good, and 
his confirmation by the Senate need not 
be opposed on the merits. His resigna- 
tion of his State position, which was 
not fully understood by the public at 
the time, may have been with refer- 
ence to his acceptance of the higher 
office. 
J. Marion Brooks, of Ventura, it is 
said, will be made United States Dis- 
trict Attorney. The appointment will 
not be a good one, nor creditable to 
Mr. Cleveland’s administration, which 
has already disgraced itself by so many 
infamous appointments. Brooks’s 
name is sent in by the President, a fight 
will be made on his confirmation by the 
Senate, and it ought to be a successful 
fight. Senator Stanford has it in his 
power’ to “‘put in a lick’? for clean 
politics by opposing Brooks. Ife can, 
at least, “hang up” the appointment in 
the Senate, and the Republicans of 
California will expect him to do it.

A busy season’s work has been 
almost too short to complete this enterprise, 
but it is new so far advanced that, by the 
advent of the new year, it will be virtually

The work completed consists of a closed 
water conduit

sinker redwood, al! carefully setected, and 
is the finest uniform quality of this kind of 
timber ever used in a similar undertaking 


struction, in. rectilinear form, of 2-inch 
plank, the graim of the wood running cross- 
wise, the side pieces being sunk in a chan- 
nel at the top and bettom and eaeh joint 
grooved and tightened with a mnevable 
tongue. These sections are all first made 
by templates to saw the lumber and frame 
it together. to am exact uniform size, 
ready to lay on the stringer sills at the bot- 
tom, which were first laid in the most. accu- 
rate manner. in the hydraulic grade line of 
the work. The sections were then driven 
together continuously, and at intervals of 
15 to 20 feet a powerful lever draw-chain 
completed the process of bringing every 
joint to a Close bearing, after which. the 
frames were spiked through the bottom to 
the sills and a stringer nailed to the out- 
side. The inside of the work was then 
treated with Portland eement, which ef? ect- 
ually filled every interstice, and formed a 
wholesome water surface.

THE MARCH OF IMPROVEMENT. 

Dec. 15.—(Correspondence of 
Tue Times.| An activity quite phenomenal 
and in strong contrast with the usual dull- 
ness of this town has been developed during 
the last week. The change has been wrought 
by the operations of a syndicate of capi- 
talists and speculators who quietly secured 
some fifteen or twenty of the original 
twenty-acre vinéyard lots, together with 
other town properties, aggregating in value 
near $150,000. This was followed by the 
organization of the Anaheim Improvement 
Company, with objects indicated by the 
name, one of which has resulted in the for- 
mation ot the Anaheim Street Car Company, 
$10,000 stock was subscribed inside of twenty- 
four hours, and the rails, ties and other 
material were immediately ordered by tele- 

ph. The track is to be laid at once from 

e present Southern Pacific depot, through 
Center street to Olive street, a distance of 
one and one-half miles. 

The Anaheim Gas Company has received 
the first consignment of fourteen street- 
lamps, which are to be erected along the 
main business streets. 

The capacity of the town water works has 
been increas by the construction of an 
additional watertank holding 20,000 gallons, 
which is supplied by a steam pump. , 

Work on the Riverside and Los Angeles 
Railroad is rapidly progressing toward Ana- 
heim. A large force of graders are now at 
Horseshoe Bend, about thirteen miles from 
town. Right of way has been nearly all 
secured through North Anaheim. and to 
Anaheim. 

There was a lively flurry in real estate on 
Saturday last. Eighty town lots changed 
hands, the purchasers desiring to get in at 
bottom prices before thé big waves of the 
boom should reach us, Sales of town prop- 
erty during the week will exceed $75,000,

and the work of removal has been going on 
for several days. The new site is about 3 
miles from town, and is thought to be better 
adapted tu the success of the industry than 
the original location.
